Papal echo 


Canterbury Cathedral is holding 
a “vigîll for peace” onı Thurs- 
day, February 26, when people 
of all denominations and none 
will be invited to visit the 
modern martyrs’ çhapel to pray 
and light a candle. 

The date was not plucked at 
rapdom from the calendar: it 
coincides with the Pope's visit 
to Hiroshima and Nagasaki in 
Japan, two towns whose signi 
ficance needs no underlining by 
me. The Dean of Canterbury, 
rhe Very Rev Victor de Waal, 
hopes other cathedrals and 
churches will follow Carter- 
bury’s example. 

Eren less of a coincidence îs 
the fact that Canterbury, and

Although . certain informa-

spontaneously drew up their 
battle lines early in the 1970s, 
purely for rheir own defence. 
Since 1973 especially, the in- 
dustrialized . countries’ recip- 
rocal investment has been in- 
tensified at the expense of in- 
vestment elsewhere. Directly 
or .indirectly, these countries 
hare the world’s tat finan 
cial resources at their disposal. 
The mass reprcsented by 
these resources obeys its Own 
laws, exerting growing in- 
fluence on ,the course taken by 
the world economy and the de- 
velopment of international 
walances of power. Whether 
this has been intentional or 
not, the effect is the same. 
During the period of rapid 
economic development since 
the ‘Second World War, there 
have been threc phases in the

In Düsseldorf it is emphasized 
that, although the state of che 
industry is not very encourag- 
ing, it is certainly not catastro- 
phic. According to the forecasts, 
steel consumption in the EEC 
will fall by 6 per cent in 1981 
compared with last year and 
by only 2 per cent to 3 per cent 
in West Germany. 

“This has been a passing 
difficulry ”, it is claimed, “ and 
now that they have had a 
breathing space, the steel- 
makers im the Community 
should be able to make their 
own arrangements to desl with 
such eventualities”.

Or October 30 last year, after 
lengthy . equivocation arising 
Jargely our of West Germany's 
reluctance, the Council of 
Ministers gave the Commission 
of the European Communities 
authority ta ‘declare a “ strate of 
manifegr crisis", and accord- 
ingly to use irs powers under 
the Europeni Coal and Steel 
Community {ECSC) treaty. fo 
apply quota restrictions to steel 
producriun. 

The scheme, which had the 
merit of simplicity, was to 
impose discipline on producers 
who were no langer prepared 
to accept ir voluntarily and 
thereby to.reestablish a better 
balauce between supply and 
demand, withour which the fall 
in prices could nor, be. halted. 
In rhe nine capitals, bur 
especially in Bonn, the reaction 
was ope of relief, but not with- 
out a certain amount. of anxiety. 

There was cerrainiy relief 
that rhe Communiry had at last 
taken a quick decision when 
faced with the serious further 
decline in the steel industry 
and the disagreement among irs 
members. l1 was universally 
acknowledged thar action was 
needed to end the chaos and 
save the ECSC from disruption. 

Bur there was also anxiety 
because this first recourse to 
article 58 of the ECSC treaty 
was ‘regarded as the last throw 
of rhe die. Jn the past 
1iberalism and. caution. had 
prevailed aud the governments 
of the Nine. had never before 
resorted to' these powers. In 
West Germany the government, 
employers and unions. looked

The “final offensive " launched . 


hy the guerrillas in El Salvador 
last month has very largely 
petered out. After mounting a 
series of concerted attacks in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, they 
have now been driven bac# with 
heavy losses. The regular army 
proved stronger, and the guer- 
rillas did not attract the public 
support which they had to have 
if they were to succeed in over- 
throwing the government. But 
this setback is certainly not the 
end of the story. The basic cor- 
ditions of life in E] Salvador 
which bave led to the protest 
movement—the inequalities of 
wealth and government repres- 


sion—remain as before, the guer- 


rillas are undefeated, and the 
prospect is one of contiruing 
civil war, misery and inter- 
national concern. 

Much is going to depend on 
the policy of the Reagan 
Administration towards Central 
America as a whole. One of the 
merits of the Carter Administra- 
tion was that it recognized the 
need to change traditional Ameri 
can policies in the region— 
though it did not take it far 
enough.
